mighty good work. for the hard 
material in which she is digging. 
As usual Captain King made us 
heartily /weleome, and we had a 
very pleasant visit. In a little over 
eight months, the Welatka has 
built about five miles of. levee. The 
landside of the levee is being 
graded with a dragline, and the 
"green grass is growing all 
around" where sods have been 
pláced; I still maintain that the 
hydraulic type levee has it all over 
the dragline type for beauty of 
proportion. \ 

I asked the cook on the Welatka 
for his recipe for baked corn—it is 
most delicious. So here is how you 
inake it, with the compliments of 
Ralph Maxwell to the Kollum: 

1 can of corn—Golden Bantam, 

3 eggs. 

1-8 Ib, butter, 

14 cup sugar. 

Salt and pepper'to taste. 

1 amall can evaporated milk and 
1-2 cup water or fresh milk, 
mixed. 

Combine the, milk, beaten eggs; 
melted butter and seasonings, pour 
over the corn, and bake in a but- 
tered pan, very slowly, until firm, 
but no longer. 

Next week I'll give you the fav- 
orite recipe of the Gulfport cook. 

Which leads us very neatly to 
the subject of the Gulfport. She

You see, the Gulf- 
port levee contains considerably | 
more dirt to the station than the} 
Welatka, and in fairness this fact 
must be considered. The amount | 
of material in any station section 
varies with the ground conditions, 
the object being- to build it up to) 
elevation; in some places this may 
take Às little as 8500 cubic yards! 
to the station. So it is manifestly 
unfair to consider only the advance 
made in a given time im judging! 
the performance of any levee con- 
struction. I mention this for the 
benefit of those who think that the 
Gulfport is making slow progress.
